On from the Paris Letter, I have gone our of my 
Way, and deviated from the Method which out 
Government (after I had often fairly publith’d my 
Scheme) have for above 3 Years {uffer'd me to pur- 
fue without Reftraint or Reproof. 

The Author of the Review talks of my {preading 
a falfe and fatal Alarm; at the fame time he has 
fhewn he himfelf was not alarm’d: And if no Man 
that is capable of making the fame Reflections on 
this Report as he himfelf” has made in his Review, 
could be alarm’d; then ‘tis certain the Alarm muft
